SPECIFIC REQUIREMENTS: 


• Universal Package Merchandiser 

For the purpose of this contract, a UPM is defined as a loose pack merchandiser, with a built-in promotional display which 
should have the ability to be shopped from several sides. The merchandiser must be adjacent to an actual active checklane(s) 
of a retail store. 

• Promotional Display 

The UPM will have a promotional display which is to be used for R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company brands. Cigarettes on this 
display must be front facing on all selling sides. 

• Advertising 

The UPM will contain areas designated for RJR advertising. The RJR Representative will, on a periodic basis, change these 
promotional messages to coincide with the quarterly work plan. 

GENERAL REQUIREMENTS: 


« Distribution of all RJR brands in all price tiers as required. 

• Retailers will continuously maintain on the fixture and in the display an adequate quantity of designated brands carried by 
the retailer, as selected by RJ. Reynolds Tobacco Company. Displayed brands must be unobstructed and self-service to the 
customer, 

• Brand selections will correspond to the riser card promotional messages which will be periodically changed at the w 

discretion of R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company. £ 

• The retailer will not permit posters, shelf strips, decals, or other advertising, promotional, or Informational materials. 

including those relating to the retailer's own products, to be affixed or appended to any part of Ihe display fixture except 
those of R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company which are a part of or relate to said display. w 

• Retailer will permit R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company's Representative to make reasonable audits of performance and to $ 

inspect and rotate stocks or R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Company's products In stores under contract. ^ 

• Retailer agrees to provide RJR accurate and current velocity information, to include RJR volume per week, and total 
industry volume per week. 

• Retailer will provide RJR equal opportunity with its competitors, to place temporary displays and temporary price/promotion 
signage as requested by an RJR Representative. 

• Retailer further agrees that restricting RJR's ability to display, promote or distribute RJR brands, or the ability to Compete 
equally with other tobacco companies in ail areas at retail, will result in termination of this contract. 

• RJR reserves the right to modify or terminate this contract after notice to retailer. In the event of failure of performance 
by the retailer, this contract may be terminated by RJR forthwith and without notice. 
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CARTON MERCHANDISER ELECTRONIC SECURITY SYSTEM 
LEASE and LICENSE AGREEMENT 


AGREEMENT made and entered into effective the

1992, and between R, J. REYNOLDS TOpACCQ COMPANY, a New Jersey corporation (hereinafter referred to as “RJR") and ' 

-_(hereinafter referred to as "Retailer). 

RJR has developed and patented an Electronic Security System (“ESS") that when installed upon many types of 

Cigarette Carton Merchandisers gives the Retailer an audible warning whenever cartons of cigarettes are withdrawn from 

Cigarette Carton Merchandiser. 

RJR is willing to lease the ESS to Retailers upon the following terms and conditions: 

1. Lease and License 

1.1 RJR will install the ESS on suitable Cigarette Carton Merchandisers. Each installed ESS is marked and Identified by 
a discreet serial number which is recorded in Appendix A of this Agreement. RJR retains title to all installed ESS(s). 
RJR hereby grants Retailer a non-assignable, non-trarisferab!e license to use the installed ESS(s) listed on 
Schedule ! for a lease period of one year from date hereof. 

t.2 The ESS may be used only on the condition that Retailer agrees to RJR’s exclusive use of either: (1) the top two 
shelves, or (2) one-half the top four shelves in a vertical loading configuration of all carton merchandisers upon 
which the ESS is installed. Retailer is not required to purchase and display any RJR products in order to lease the 
ESS and if Retailer elects not to purchase RJR products or sufficient quantities of RJR products to fill the reserved 
space, Retailer shall lease the reserved RJR space empty and shall not allow non-RJR products to occupy this 
space. 

( Dependent upon its share of market, In some trade areas RJR may be willing to accept a smaller reserve space. In 

such cases, the lesser reserved space requirements will be identified in the Appendix hereto. 

2. Fee 

2.1 Retailer agrees to pay RJR the fee set forth in Section 2.2 for each ESS identified in Appendix A. 

2.2 Retailer agrees to pay RJR a total fee of $1,000.00. The fee shall be payable according to options specified in 
Appendix A. If Retailer participates in an RJR self-service carton contract, the fees herein may, at Retailer's option, 
be deducted from Retailer’s carton contract payments. It is not required that Retailer participate in a carton contract 
plan in order to participate in this Lease and License Agreement. If Retailer does not participate in a carton contract 
plan, or if Retailer elects, the fees herein shall be paid directly to RJR. 

3. Scooe of Lease and License 

3.1 The Lease and license granted under the Agreement by RJR to Retailer shall extend only to Retailer's use of the 
ESS(s) as installed by RJR. 

4. Repair of Security Svstemfsl 

4.1 For the first three years of this license, RJR will repair the ESS(s) upon request of the Retailer (excluding batteries). 
If, within this three year period, in the sole judgment of RJR, repair is not practical, RJR will replace the ESS(s) at no 
charge. Except as set forth below, RJR will absorb the costs of labor and parts associated with such repair or 
replacement. After the first three years of this license, any repairs shall be at the expense of the Retailer. 

4.2 The obligation set forth in Section 5.1 to repair or replace at RJR's cost shall not extend to repairs or replacements 
resulting from accidents, misuse or unauthorized alterations to ESS(s) or Cigarette Carton Merchandiser(s). The 
cost for labor and materials associated with such repairs or replacement shall be at Retailer's expense: ALL 
WARRANTIES EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, INCLUDING BUT NOT LIMITED TO, WARRANTIES OF 

, MERCHANTABILITY OR FITNESS FOR A PARTICULAR PURPOSE, ARE HEREBY DISCLAIMED. 

4.3 For repairs which are to be at Retailer's expense, but are performed by RJR at Retailer's request, Retailer may elect 
on Appendix A to have the cost of those repairs deducted from any self-service carton contract payments which may 
be payable to Retailer. If Retailer does not so elect, charges for repairs by RJR at Retailer’s request are payable 
thirty (30) days after repair.

5. Term 


5.1 The term of this license granted under Section 1 shall be one (1) year from the effective date of this Agreement and 
thereafter shall continue from year to year, but subject to the following: 

1) For each ESS installed, Retailer rnay at any time upon thirty (30) days written notice to RJR, request thaf : 
ESS be removed, thereby terminating the lease and license as to such ESS. 

2) RJR may terminate the lease and license (a) at any time in the event (i) that Retailer uses the ESS outside the 
scope of the license set forth in Section 1, (ii) of any unauthorized modification or tampering with ESS by 
Retailer, (iii) if Retailer violates any provision of this Agreement, or (iv) in the event that RJR terminates this 
Security System Program in its entirety, upon thirty (30) days written notice to Retailer, or (b) after first year of 
this Agreement at any time upon thirty (30) days written notice to Retailer. 

5.2 Upon termination of the lease and license as to any ESS, RJR may enter upon Retailer’s premises at any time 
during Retailer's normal business operating hours and remove such ESS. 

6. Limitation of Liability 

6.1 RJR shall in no event be liable for any loss or damage arising from any cause beyond RJR’s control. In no event 
shall RJR be liable for any special, incidental or consequential damages suffered by Retailer Including, but not 
limited to, loss of profits or other economic loss, loss of use, or other similar damage arising out of any unclaimed 
breach of obligations hereunder or negligence. Retailer hereby agrees to indemnify, defend and hold harmless from 
and against any and all claims, demands, damages and costs arising out of this agreement and Retailer's use of the 
ESS and Cigarette Carton Merchandisers which are not occasioned by the sole negligence of RJR. 

7. Assignment 

The lease and license granted to Retailer hereunder shall be used for the exclusive benefit of Retailer. Retailer shall not 
assign, transfer or sub-license this agreement, or any rights hereunder, in whole or in part, without RJR’s prior written 
consent. 

Retailer hereby represents that the person signing this Agreement on behalf of the Retailer Is duly authorized to bind 
Retailer.
